The government of Alberta has 
introduced legislation providing for 
the setting up of an emergency 
wheat board to license and restrict, 
within the provinee, sales and de- 
liveries of wheat. Similar legislation 
has been introduced in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba. The passing of this 
legislation does not mean that wheat 
control boards will be set up immed- 
iately, but the governments of each 
proviuce will have power to do so, 
if conditions warrant, as the crop 
season advances Then the act 
van be put in force by an order-in- 
council 

At the present time it is not 
definitely known what the basis for 
reckoning the individual quota will be 
in case the act is put in force. The

\ereement was the average acreage 
-own over the 3-year period ending 
with July, 1933, and on the average 
annual yield over a {0-year period
